“Given that Barry has 
continually missed out 
on EU aid, convergence 
funding and other grant 
aid, we must ensure that 
Barry is included within 
an EZ. 

“If we include all of 
that regeneration area, 
this would also take in 
the ABP and defence 
academy land. 

“The Assembly is 
heavily financially com¬ 
mitted to the former and 
the MoD states it still 
has interest in the latter 
as a training establish¬ 
ment. 

“We also have the 
chemical industrial sec¬ 
tor at the east of Barry 
which includes Dow 
Corning, the world’s 
largest silicon manufac¬ 
ture. This estate has 


shrunk due to better 
technology develop¬ 
ment, so there is space 
for business develop¬ 
ment.”

Barry man is 

jailed for thefts 


A BARRY man who was 
involved in a series of offences 
including shoplifting and steal¬ 
ing park railings has been 
jailed for a total of one year at 
Cardiff Crown Court. 

Leighton Drew, 19, was told by 
Judge Christopher Llewellyn-Jones: 
“The realistic position is that the only 
sentence I can impose is custody. 

He was committed to the crown 
court for sentence by Vale magistrates 
after being convicted of shoplifting 
and theft. 

He was also in breach of a commu¬ 
nity order for a drugs offence and of a 
suspended sentence for burglary. 

Drew also admitted absconding 
when on bail. 

Prosecutor Carys Williams said 
that on March 23 he stole a bottle of 
vodka from an Iceland store in Barry. 
He was arrested two days later, 
admitted the theft and also said he

had stolen cosmetics. 

The court was told that when on 
bail, he stole a number of metal fence 
panels with another man and was 
spotted carrying them in the Westbury 
Close area. 

Ms Williams said that last October 
he was given a suspended sentence 
for burgling a house in Barry with 
another and taking a £600 television 
after “an untidy search”. 

At the time the occupants had left 
for work. Drew’s counsel, Laurence 
Jones, said: “He realises his position. 
He has been making progress in 
respect of a community order which 
also involved a curfew. 

“He committed the theft because 
he had no money on which to live. 

“In November, he is due to become 
a father, which will help refocus his 
life. He is determined to turn over a 
new leaf.”

I WRITF con¬ 
cerning the dis¬ 
appearance of 
the swan family 
from the lake at 
Pleasant Harbour, 
Fast Aberthaw. 

With bated breath, 
those of us who walk the 
area waited for the 
arrival of this year’s 
hatching and were 
delighted when four 
cygnets arrived at the 
end of May. 

The parent swans kept 
them under close scruti¬ 
ny near to the reed beds 
to keep them safe and it 
took me several visits to 
get a photograph which I 
did on June 4 and it 
turned out to be the last 
time I saw them. 

Last year, three 
cygnets were bom but 
only one actually made 
it to adulthood and with 
four to look after it 
would be a toss-up as to 
how many would sur¬ 
vive because there are 
natural predators lurk¬ 
ing. 

Birds of prey frequent 
the area, as do mink that 
come down from 
Eonmon, and there are 


people who use the area 
to hunt rabbits with their 
dogs. 

One local resident 
told me he had chased 
off several idiotic 
youngsters who seemed 
to think it was fun to lob 
stones at the eygnets. 

Then suddenly the 
whole family, including 
the adult swans, disap¬ 
peared. It is possible that 
if the swans thought they 
were under attack they 
would move the eygnets 
to a safer place, but 
where? 

Adult swans will 
defend their young with 
great ferocity if 
approached and I find it 
hard to comprehend that 
they were physically 
removed. 

Local residents who 
frequent the area every 
day seem totally mysti¬ 
fied as to what could 
have happened.

A £70,000 appeal 
has been launched 
at All Saints 
Church, Barry, for 
urgent repairs and 
restoration of its 
historic pipe organ. 

The organ dates back 
to 1915 and was built by 
Evans and Barr of 
Belfast. A spokes¬ 
woman said: “It is a fine 
instrument of historical 
merit and one of the 
treasures of the church.” 

In 1987, the organ 
was extended and modi¬ 
fied using additional 
pipe work from Salem 
Baptist Chapel, Forth. 

It was re-dedicated by 
the Lord Bishop of 
Llandaff in 1989, dedi¬ 
cated to the ‘Greater 
Glory of God’ and in 
memory of the late 
Dorothy Gladys 

Holland, whose bequest 
largely financed the 


work. Because of their 
age and complexity, pipe 
organs require refurbish¬ 
ing every 25-30 years 
and the organ at All 
Saints’ has now reached 
this stage. 

Although regularly 
cared for, the wind chest 
which supplies air to the 
pipes needs to be re¬ 
leathered. Air is leaking 
from it and you can hear 
this when the organ is 
played. 

An appeal leaflet has 
been launched and this 
will be widely distrib¬ 
uted over the coming 
weeks and months. 

Additionally, work is 
being undertaken to 
invite support via grants, 
pipe sponsorship, indi¬ 
vidual donations and 
attendance at fundrais¬ 
ing events. 

The events pro¬ 
gramme began with a 
sponsored walk on June 


4 and further events 
planned include a har¬ 
vest supper (September), 
autumn lunches 

(November), speciality 
evenings and concerts. 

Lather Adrian Berry 
stated: “The church 
exists for the whole 
community and I am 
sure that we all want to 
have a lovely pipe organ 
available for all sorts of 
occasions.” 

The Parochial Church 
Council hopes that the 
appeal will be well sup¬ 
ported over the coming 
12-24 months.

Penarth mayor hits 
at ‘plague of graffiti’ 


“A PLAGUE of 
graffiti” is blighting 
Penarth, says the 
recently-elected 
town Mayor, Coun 
Anthony Ernest. 

He is demanding 
“drastic action” and said 
this week that he had 
received a report of yet 
another case of scrawled 
graffiti on a public seat 
in a “revered part of 
town.” 

He commented: “As 
soon as I received this 
report, I took immediate 
steps to have the offen¬ 
sive material taken out, 
and I am grateful to staff 
of the Vale Council, who 


immediately set a youth 
offending team to work 
to paint out the graffiti 
and restore the seat to its 
proper condition. 

“However, I have not 
left it at that, as the prob¬ 
lem in certain parts of 
Penarth has become 
intolerable, with graffiti 
blighting posts, notice 
boards, street furniture 
and telephone wiring 
cabinets. 

“I have, therefore, 
written to the two head¬ 
teachers of our local sec¬ 
ondary schools, the 
Director of Education 
and the Police 
Superintendent for the 
Division, asking that 


they take every step in 
their power, to help 
cease this tidal wave of 
vandalism that has swept 
through our lovely town 
in the last four or five 
years.” 

The Mayor went on: 
“I shall also be asking 
the magistrates court to 
be proactive in assisting 
us in passing stiff sen¬ 
tences on offenders, for 
the town’s CCTV net¬ 
work to be proactive in 
watching out for young 
people with this type of 
crime in mind, and to 
assist the authorities in 
bringing them to book.”

The Vale Council has 
just cut bus services to 
Dinas Powys, halving 
the buses using the 
route. Even then, the 
buses tend to avoid the 
buslane, as the traffic 
light controls give more 
time to the car-lane. 

The short 300-metre 
bus lane allows buses to 
bypass traffic only on 
the approach to the 
Merrie Harrier junction 
and does nothing for 
Barry-bound buses in the 
2,000 metres of congest¬ 
ed traffic through Dinas 
Powys. 

The criticisms of the 
expensive (£800k) and 
disruptive bus lane proj¬ 
ect by Dinas Powys 
councillors and the pre¬ 
vious AM, Chris Franks, 
have been fully borne 
out, so giving it an 


award (if only one of 11) 
reflects badly on the 
“logistics and transporta¬ 
tion” professionals in 
CILT Cymru. 

Bus lane funds would 
have proved much better 
value spent where there 
is aheady road space to 
by-pass queues at the 
Cogan Pill (Barons 
Court) junction, as 
Friends of the Earth 


argued. 

Penarth Road carries 
many more buses and a 
bus-lane on the uphill 
approach to Barons 
Court is both feasible 
and needed, instead of 
the little-used left turn¬ 
ing lane.

You can help SauPs charity 


GEM readers will remember 
that in recent years we have 
published regular updates 
about the progress of the 
charity Action Duchenne - set 
up after young Saul Gatlin 
was diagnosed with Duchenne 
Muscular Dystrophy. 

Saul’s mother, Janet Hoskin, a for¬ 
mer pupil at Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School, and her part¬ 
ner Nick, set up the charity while they 
were hving in Cardiff. 

Saul is now 11 years old and is 
starting secondary school, and the 
charity attracted great support from 
Vale residents as Janet’s mother, 
Hilary, still lived in Cowbridge 

Janet contacted The GEM to say; 
“Sadly, my mother, Hilary Hoskin, 
passed away in December 2010. 

“She was a great supporter of the 
charity, and did a great deal of work 
organising fundraising events in the 
town. She saw it grow to what it is 
now, a national charity with offices in 
East London. 

“We also had great support from 
The GEM, and from locd organisa¬ 
tions, including Cowbridge Male 
Voice Choir.” 

Janet went on; “As part of my work 


for the charity, I have been working 
on a project funded by Action 
Duchenne, the Big Lottery and 
Children in Need for the past three 
years. 

“It is an education project that has 
worked with more than 80 children 
with Duchenne Muscular Dystrophy 
in the UK and their schools and fami- 
hes.” 

The need for this project arose 
because, as well as the muscle -wast¬ 
ing elfects that are now well known as 
part of muscular dystrophy, it has also 
been recognised that the children have 
to cope with certain learning prob¬ 
lems. 

Janet was aware of the problem 
through research done in the US, but 
watching Saul at school brought the 
problem home to her. 

Janet explained: “Boys hving with 
Duchenne often experience speech, 
language and behaviour difficulties 
that require speciahst care. 

“Until now, schools have often 
been unaware of these problems and 
children have sometimes been viewed 
as ‘stubborn’, ‘naughty’ or not capable 
of learning - when in fact they have 
specific difficulties related to having 
Duchenne. 

“The children followed an onl in e 


literacy intervention programme called 
‘Decipha’ which I developed. The 
programme includes a project called 
'Include Duchenne' and we have 
reached the semi-finals for ‘best edu¬ 
cation project’ in the National Lottery 
awards.” 

She added that Saul’s school work 
had benefited considerably by follow¬ 
ing the programme. He is also still 
walking, although he uses a scooter to 
get around over longer distances. 

Janet added; “To progress to the 
next stage, we need to have a lot of 
public votes, as only the top three in 
our category go through to the next 
round.” 

The w in ners of the awards will be 
announced on a star-studded BBC 
One TV show in early November. 

Should Include Duchenne win, they 
will receive a trophy and recognition 
on national TV. 

In addition to the Lottery funding 
they have aheady received, they wiU 
also benefit from a £2,000 cash prize 
to spend on their project. 

Voting for the semi-finals ends at 
midday on Monday, June 20.

The statement also 
said that it was not appro¬ 
priate to name a school 
after a political figure. 

The decision has 
resulted in a flood of let¬ 
ters to The GEM, and the 
latest is by Mr Eric 
Thomas, the chair of 
governors at Ysgol Sant 
Baruc (see letters extra 
on page 11). He fiercely 
disputes the council ver¬ 
sion, stating that the

I DINAS POWYS WI NEWS 


THEY say variety 
is the spice of life, 
so the June meeting 
at Dinas Powys WI 
began with a speak¬ 
er, instead of the 
business, when Mr 
Andy Bradshaw 
gave a talk and a 
demonstration of 
‘puppeteering’. 

Andy began his train¬ 
ing as a theatre designer 
at the Welsh College of 
Music and Drama and 
joined the Caricature 
Company, where he 
learnt about puppets and 
puppeteering. 

His first acting job 
with puppets was with 
Spitting Image, and he 
also worked with Roland 
Rat and Orville. 

Early puppets were 
made from clay and 
wood, but today puppets 
are either glove, rod or 
marionette. He has 
worked for many years 
with the BBC and S4C, 
and is currently working 
with a programme called 
Young Dracula, using a 
life-size wolf. 

He recalled that while 
filming at Caerphilly 
Castle with the wolf, he 
was leaning over the 
wall, very high up, and a 
technician was carefully 
holding the puppet, and 
only holding Andy by 
his shirt, as he said the 
wolf cost £25,000! 

He showed us some 
body puppets, and put 
on the head of a lion, 
and demonstrated some 


of the movements. It is 
extremely hot inside the 
costumes, and by law 
you are only allowed to 
wear them for 20 min¬ 
utes. 

He worked a bear 
glove puppet to the 
music of ‘Mama Mia’ 
and had his audience 
enthralled. 

Last Christmas, he 
appeared on a Sky 
advert dressed as a Blue 
Monster, and one year 
he appeared at the Royal 
Variety Performance 
dressed as a pink pig 
with a tutu. 

He has to have an 
Equity Card, and, as he 
is 6’ 5”, he is in demand. 

You need to be physi¬ 
cally fit and strong, but 
he said that puppeteers 
can suffer from heart 
problems. 

We thoroughly 
enjoyed the talk and 
demonstration and, as a 
member who gave the 
vote of thanks said, 
when he told us he had 
been performing for 30 
years, it showed! 

She of course meant it 
was because he was so 
professional!

been adjourned for 
the second time. 

Yvonne Freaney was 
found not guilty of mur¬ 
dering 11-year-old Glen 
but admitted 

manslaughter on the 
grounds of diminished 
responsibility. 

Sentence was 

adjourned last month for 
probation reports. 

Her counsel, John 
Charles Rees QC, said 
the report had been pro¬ 
duced but some parts of 
it were “just wrong”. 

He said the defence 
team wanted 28 days to 
finalise the report in

order that the court had 
the full position. 

Effectively, said Mr 
Rees, Freaney had been 
in custody two years and 
two months. 

She had, he said, 
spent eight and a half 
months in a secure psy¬ 
chiatric hospital, the

Mr Justice Wyn 
Williams, described it as 
a “difficult and unusual 
case”. 

Prosecution counsel 
Greg Taylor QC said he 
was not in a position to 
give an appropriate 
range of sentence, but a 
non-custodial sentence 
would not be wrong in 
principle.

future accommodation 
for Freaney. 

The judge said that if 
an appropriate non-cus¬ 
todial disposal was put 
before him, the likeli¬ 
hood was that that was 
what he would pass. 

Mr Rees said it was 
important that Freaney 
was re-integrated into 
the community. 

The case was 
adjourned for the prepa¬ 
ration of a further proba¬ 
tion report and she was 
remanded in custody. 

The judge said he 
wished to pass sentence 
on or before Friday, July 
15. 

Police officers found 
the child’s body sur¬ 
rounded by his toys at 


the Sky Plaza Hotel in 
Rhoose last year. 

He had been stran¬ 
gled. Freaney told the 
police “I had to do it, no 
one else would look 
after him. 

“My husband would¬ 
n’t have been able to 
cope and it would have 
been cruel to leave him 
behind. I put him to 
sleep, put his toys 
around, and started cut¬ 
ting myself” 

The court heard that 
Freaney was a devoted 
and caring mother. She 
also told the police “I 
sent him to the Kingdom 
of Heaven. My only 
regret is that I couldn’t 
end my life. My blood 
kept on clotting.” 

During the trial, 
Freaney did not give 
evidence.

Neath Port Talbot 
County Borough 
Council. 

They began their 
walk from Margam 
Abbey, founded in 1147 
by Robert, Earl of 
Gloucester and dedicat¬ 
ed to the Blessed Virgin 
Mary. 

This Abbey was run 
by Cistercian monks, 
many of whom were 
scholars, wore white 
habits with black scapu¬ 
lars on top and also 
worked on the land, kept 
sheep and even brewed 
ale, and the Abbey 
became very rich. 

However, in August 
1536, following the 
Dissolution of the 
Monasteries, Abbot 
Lewis and 12 monks 
were ejected from the 
Abbey by Sir Rice 
Mansel, a local 
landowner acting for the 
King. 

The Abbey became 
the home of the Rice 
family, eventually pass¬ 
ing by female descen¬ 
dants into the Talbot 
family, after which near¬ 
by Port Talbot is named. 

The group climbed 
steeply up through a 
forestry plantation to 


reach the ruins of an 
outlying monastery 
building, Capel Mair ar 
y Bryn or the Chapel of 
St Mary on the hill. 

A track downhill to a 
narrow road led to a 
farm. 

After negotiating a 
steep wooden ladder 
stile, a twisting pathway 
led downhill to a shal¬ 
low stream and a foot¬ 
bridge. 

Crossing this, they 
followed a metalled road 
into Margam Park and 
then, turning back to 
higher ground, they saw 
several groups of deer, 
including three huge 


stags watching the walk¬ 
ers with interest as they 
passed onto another 
track. 

Colourful rhododen¬ 
drons covered the hill¬ 
side like a patchwork 
quilt as the group 
climbed higher to the 
Millennium Stone which 
dominates the area. 

A green lane led them 
to open ground where 
much of the forestry had 
been cut down. 

Entering a small val¬ 
ley eventually led them 
past a large lake, with 
geese and ducks before 
they returned to Margam 
Abbey.

Governors call for u-turn on Welsh school name 

THE CABINET REFUSED TO 
LISTEN TO THE CHILDREN’ 


More to a clerk’s job. 


A S the gov¬ 
erning body 
responsible 
for the new Welsh 
medium school in 
Barry, we can con¬ 
firm that Coun 
Wiliam’s timeline 
of events, as fea¬ 
tured in your story 
in The GEM, is 
accurate and truth¬ 
ful.

The leader of the 
council instead chose a 
translation of 
‘Greenbanks’ on April 
14, the same day that 
the acting head of the 
new school was 
informed that they 
would not accept Ysgol 
Gymraeg Gwynfor.

of names which he then 
requested to see. 
However, in the same e- 
mail response, he never 
gave an answer to my 
question as to why they 
had decided to overturn 
the governors’ decision. 

It is a shame that the 
authority only chose to 
respond to this funda¬ 
mental question when 
pushed by reporters 
from the local papers 
and the television and 
radio over a month later. 

This failure to 
respond initially, breaks 
the council’s own code 
of conduct concerning 
open decision-making, 
as stated in its constitu¬ 
tion. 

The leader of the Vale 
Council received the list 
on May 8 and on May 
12 the acting head¬ 
teacher of the new 
school was informed 
that a different name 
had been chosen by the 
cabinet, "Nant Talwg' - 
a whole month after the 
cabinet was informed of 


the original winning 
entry of Ysgol Gymraeg 
Gwynfor. 

It is, therefore, dis¬ 
honest of the cabinet to 
suggest that it listened to 
the pupils’ voice. 

What the cabinet did 
was to block the chil¬ 
dren’s winning entry and 
deliberate over an alter¬ 
native for a whole 
month. 

The original choice of 
name, Ysgol Gymraeg 
Gwynfor, was very 
appropriate, considering 
this son of Barry’s con¬ 
tribution to the Welsh 
language and culture 
and that he would have 
been 100 years old next 
year - the first year in 
which the new Welsh 
medium school will be 
established and the year 
in which the National 
Eisteddfod comes to the 
area. 

The cabinet has 
refused to listen to the 
children - and it is the 
pupils’ voice that mat¬ 
ters most. They have 


failed to follow the spirit 
of Assembly guidelines 
and allow the school the 
basic right to name 
itself. 

If schools in Barry 
can be named after 19th 
century Prime Ministers 
such as Gladstone or 
Palmerston, then surely 
there can be no contro¬ 
versy over Ysgol 
Gymraeg Gwynforl 

To refuse this name 
would cast a shadow 
over the strides made by 
Welsh medium educa¬ 
tion in Barry over the 
last half century and 
cause unnecessary 
offence to parents, staff 
and pupils. 

The governing body, 
therefore, kindly 
requests that the cabinet 
graciously change its 
mind and accept the 
pupils’ and the gover¬ 
nors’ choice - Ysgol 
Gymraeg Gwynfor.

It is not merely a case 
of attending meetings, 
preparing agendas and 
taking minutes, although 
this does take some 
time. 

The job also includes 
ensuring that the council 
is operating within the 
legal parameters laid 
down by statute; prepar¬ 
ing annual accounts by 
the responsible financial 
officer (usually the 
Clerk) which are audited 


twice; liaising with offi¬ 
cers from the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council; 
composing all letters and 
taking such actions as 
required by the council; 
receiving telephone calls 
from residents and coun¬ 
cillors at all sorts of 
times; and dealing with 
all incoming mail, which 
often includes lengthy 
consultation documents 
from the Welsh 
Government! 

Many clerks take on 
even more services for 
their communities, such 
as organising social 
events, preparing flyers, 
newsletters etc, buying 
children’s Christmas 
presents and other gifts 
as required, and storing 
all the Community 
Council’s paperwork, 
plus in many cases using 
their own computers - 
all in their own homes! 

I would be very inter¬ 
ested if the Community 
Council does find a vol¬ 
unteer to take on all 
these unpaid responsibil¬ 
ities.

This means there is a 
high chance that one 
day, the true face of a 
carer will be the one you 
see in the mi rror. 

Carers Week 2011

C ARERS should not 
to feel guilty about 
asking for profes¬ 
sional help, according to 
Bluebird Care, as the Vale 
of Glamorgan’s unpaid 
workforce is hailed as part 
of Carers Week. 

A Care Council for Wales 
report revealed 96 per cent of 
support for older people or those 
with disabilities is unpaid.

While caring for someone 
brings pleasure, it also creates 
pressure and responsibility, with 
carers often feeling that seeking 
professional help is a sign of fail¬ 
ure.

Time to plan ahead with

There are two types 
of LPA: financial and 
welfare. Linancial LPAs 
enables a person to act 
on behalf of another if, 
for example, they are ill 
or disabled and cannot 
act for themselves. 

A welfare LPA 
enables a person to act 
on behalf of another if 
that person does not 
have the mental capaci¬ 
ty to act for themselves, 
for example, in the case 
of a severe stroke. 

Without an LPA, it 
may be necessary for 
family members to 
apply to the Court of 


Protection for authority. 
This can be a distressing 
and lengthy process and 
is far more expensive 
than making an LPA. 

Once all parties have 
signed the LPA, they 
must then be registered 
with the Office of the 
Public Guardian before 
they can be used.

HILE the 
evolution 
of tech¬ 
nology and mone¬ 
tary influx has 
made most sports 
unrecognisable 
from the way they 
were even 20 years 
ago, Formula 1 is 
perhaps one of the 
most affected. 

With the advent of 
computers, and even the 
introduction of safety 
measures that, while 
necessary, reduce the 
impact of racing, the 
sport has undergone a 
transformation that has 
stretched to the drivers. 

While most these 
days appear to have the 
personality of a goldfish 
(Lewis Hamilton’s Ali 
G impersonation aside), 
the drivers of yesteryear 
seemingly had far more 
charisma. 

One of these, the late 
Ayrton Senna, is now 
the subject of a docu¬ 
mentary looking at the 
life of one of the finest 
drivers to have sat 
behind a wheel. Titled 
Senna, it looks at his 
life, from his beginnings 
in Brazil to the accident 
at Imola that premature¬ 
ly took his life... 

While the term ‘doc¬ 
umentary’ may have 
smacked of dull lectur¬ 
ing, the 21st century has 
seen the genre become a 
true cinematic staple, 
from Super Size Me and 
Capturing The 
Friedmans, to Michael 
Moore’s polarising 
works on a variety of 
topics. 

With this in mind, the 
selection of director 
Asif Kapadia was a 
wise one. With a back¬ 
ground in both docu¬ 
mentary and fictional 
storytelling on the big 
screen, Kapadia had the 
nous to follow the rules 
of documentary, while 
offering a little more 
flair than usual.

The result is a truly 
mesmerising piece of 
work that should appeal 
to both Formula 1 fans 
and those who find the 
idea of cars driving 
round and round tire¬ 
some in the extreme.

behind the icon, 

Kapadia making a film 
about the man rather 
than just the racing driv¬ 
er. 

Like many films of 
this ilk, the subject mat¬ 
ter gets something of an 
easy ride, the film never 
showing anything 
resembling a darker side 
to Senna. The infamous 
revenge crash on Alain 
Frost is slightly glossed 
over, while the original 
incident (where Frost 
took out Senna to block 
his chances of winning 
the title) is given plenty 
of screen time. 

However, outside of 
these few battles, 
Kapadia focuses on the 
steel-like calmness of 
Senna, and, as the film 
winds its way towards 
the saddening climax, 
his opinion that technol¬ 
ogy was beginning to 
take driving ability out 
of the sport. 

Come the climax, 
whether intentional or 
not, the struggling 
Senna of the Williams 
team seems to be a man 
out of time, failing to 
catch up with the ability 
of Michael Schumacher 
and struggling to main¬ 
tain his exacting stan¬ 
dards. 

The actual crash that 
caused his death isn’t 
ignored, and makes for 
a disquieting experi¬ 
ence, Kapadia using 
footage from the in-car 
camera right up until the 
fatal encounter with the 
Imola bend. 

Yet the film is more 
of a celebration, the cli¬ 
max showing the love, 
admiration and respect 
afforded to such a tal¬ 
ented individual, and as 
such, makes Senna a 
must-see slice of cine¬ 
ma. 

VERDICT-A com¬ 
pelling and thoughtful 
look at a truly iconic 
sportsman, Senna is a 
glorious piece of work 
for motor racing fans 
and general fdmgoers. 

With a cinematic 
pace and feel, director 
Asif Kapadia has craft¬ 
ed a genuinely superb 
documentary fdm. 
Essential viewing.

druids who were the 
guardians of the Celtic 
civilisations before the 
Romans and the Saxons 
came to Britain. 

He was even known 
to have forged docu¬ 
ments in a bid to sub¬ 



stantiate his claims. 

lolo Morgannwg (or 
Edward Williams, to give 
him his real name) was 
bom at Pen-onn, near 
Llancarfan, and was 
raised in the village of 
Elemingston. 

He followed his father 
into a career as a stone¬ 
mason, but took an inter¬ 
est in manuscript collec¬ 
tion, and learned to com¬ 
pose Welsh poetry from 
poets such as Lewis 


Hopkin, Rhys Morgan, 
and especially Sion 
Bradford. 

In 1773, he moved to 
London where the anti¬ 
quary, Owen Jones, 
introduced him to the 
city’s Welsh literary 
community. 

In 1777, he returned 
to Wales, where he mar¬ 
ried and tried his hand at 
farming, but evidently 
met with no success. It 
was during this time that 


he produced his first for¬ 
geries. 

The Gorsedd of Bards 
of the Isle of Britain first 
came together in 1792, 
not in Wales as you 
might expect, but on 
Primrose Hill in London. 

It made its first 
appearance at the 
Eisteddfod in 
Carmarthen in 1819, and 
from the time that the 
National Eisteddfod was 
bom in 1860/1861, its 


close association with 
the festival has remained. 
Nowdays, an Eisteddfod 
without the Gorsedd of 
Bards is unthinkable. 

The head of the 
Gorsedd of Bards is the 
Archdmid, who is elect¬ 
ed for a term of three 
years, and is responsible 
for conducting the 
Gorsedd ceremonies dur¬ 
ing the proclamation and 
Eisteddfod week.

DIGITISING MUSIC 
AND PC PROGRAMS 


DEVELOPING technology 
means that the way we buy 
and listen to our music has 
changed. 

Once we bought records or 
tapes from the High Street and 
played them on dedicated 
machines. 

We can still buy CDs that way, 
but - as HMV reports - dwin¬ 
dling High Street sales means this 
may soon not be the case. 

Already, most people shop on¬ 
line, either to buy CDs via outlets 
such as Amazon, or download 
them via services like iTunes. 

At a recent meeting of Penarth 
Computer Club, Steve showed 
what could be done about treas¬ 
ured early music collections. 

When CDs arrived, many peo¬ 
ple bought new copies of record¬ 
ings they already owned, just to 
enjoy them with new digital clari¬ 
ty. 

However, some people didn’t. 
(Steve prefers the sound of Chuck 
Berry on a comparatively 
scratchy-sounding old 45 or 
78rpm single than on CD.) 

Now people want to transfer 
their old recordings to digital for¬ 
mat, so they can enjoy them on 
iPods or in-car CD players. 

Many want to preserve their 
originals, which otherwise will 
wear or degrade in quality with 
use and time. 

This is certainly the case for 
people who own domestic record¬ 
ings which have no marketable 
value and no place in the public 
domain, but should be preserved 
for personal and sentimental rea¬ 
sons. 

(Note: you can only do this 
providing you own an official 
[factory-produced] copy of the 
original recording and ONLY for 
personal use.) 

Steve demonstrated how he 
transferred Winifred Attwell’s 
‘Black and White Rag’ from an 
original 78rpm record to his com¬ 
puter via a USB turntable and 
open-source software called 


Audacity. Although some extra¬ 
neous background noise could be 
eliminated easily with this pro¬ 
gram, Steve warned that perfec¬ 
tion is virtually impossible with¬ 
out spending lots of time 
painstakingly removing individ¬ 
ual artefacts, (clicks and bumps). 

There comes a point where 
background noise is so loud in 
relation to the actual recording 
that removing it leaves an unsat¬ 
isfactory result. 

For those wishing to transfer 
information from reel-to-reel, 8- 
track cartridge or cassette tape, 
Steve explained that certain USB 
turntables are able to accept 
external audio input from stan¬ 
dard hi-fi devices - or USB cas¬ 
sette decks are on sale, if pre¬ 
ferred. 

Tape format has its own issues. 
Artefacts (such as background 
‘hiss’ physical tape creasing and 
stretching) can all be addressed to 
varying degrees by the Audacity 
program. 

Steve demonstrated one 
method of combating tape-stretch 
(which is perceived as a slight 
slowing of tempo and pitch dur¬ 
ing playback). 

Using Audacity to select the 
offending portion of the record¬ 
ing, it is possible to tweak the 
speed to restore its original pitch 
and tempo. 

Audacity cannot burn the 
resulting digital files directly to 
Audio CD, but Steve showed 
how files could be exported in 
WAV or MP3 format, which can 
then be burned to CD using a 
suitable program such as Nero, 
Roxio or FreeBumer. 

GOOD TO BAD 
IT used to be said ‘No-one 
ever got sacked for buying 
IBM’. 

It was a phrase used by IBM 
salesmen to indicate that buying 
the hardware equipment made by 
IBM was a foolproof strategy - 
even if the buyer had no under¬ 


standing of the technology. 

There is no doubt that the slo¬ 
gan was effective and it worked 
for years. IBM was good. IBM 
made money and was accused of 
wanting to dominate the world and 
so became deemed as evil. 

Microsoft, who made no equip¬ 
ment, wrote the software code that 
could drive it. It was quickly 
adopted (almost) universally. It 
was necessary to be able to under¬ 
stand and type in the complex 
commands. 

Then Microsoft took over a 
graphic command system devised 
by Xerox and the world was intro¬ 
duced to Windows and the mouse. 
Now ordinary people could com¬ 
mand computers. 

Microsoft was good. Microsoft 
made money, lots of it. It was 
accused of wanting to take over 
the world; Microsoft became 
‘evil’. 

The internet runs on the World 
Wide Web and has big players 
using it. As the mass of informa¬ 
tion put on the system grew, 
search engines were needed to 
help find the information sought. 

The internet was good. 
Someone recognised the financial 
possibilities of providing pornog¬ 
raphy and traffic boomed. The 
internet made money for compa¬ 
nies. 

Now the internet is seen by 
many as a threat. Bad. 

Google devised a better search 
system and became very popular, 
achieving the ultimate status of 
becoming a verb: To Google. 

Google was good. It even has a 
slogan: ‘Don’t be evil’. Now it is 
accused of wanting to take over 
the world and people think it is 
evil. 

The pace is increasing. 
Eacebook and Twitter are even 
younger and have grown at a stag¬ 
gering rate into widespread social 
networks. And they are making 
money.

CATS Protection’s Bridgend Adoption 
Centre this week issued an emergency 
appeal, in response to a dramatic fall in 
the number of cats being adopted from 
the centre and a huge rise in the number 
of abandoned cats and kittens needing 
urgent help. 

The centre has seen homing figures fall by 26 
per cent for the first 4 months of this year, a 
trend which continued through May. 

The centre currently has 247 cats and kittens 
in its care with another 397 stray and unwanted 
cats and kittens on a waiting list. 

As well as the slump in homing the centre 
has had to deal with an increased number of 
abandoned cats and kittens needing urgent 
medical attention and this has put a big strain 
on resources. 

Cats and kittens being cared for at the centre 
include:

All cats and kittens are vet checked, 
neutered if old enough, vaccinated, 
microchipped, worm and flea treated and come 
with 4 weeks free pet plan insurance.

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COWBRIDGE - A SMALL TOWN 
WITH A GREAT DEAL HAPPENING 


P AY a visit to 
many towns 
and ask 

^^what’s new?’’ - 
and you will often 
get an uncomfort¬ 


able silence, per¬ 
haps followed by 
something along 
the lines of 
the same old, same 
old...” 


You would get a 
very different response 
in Cowbridge, because 
it seems in recent years 
that things have been 
coming along in a rush, 
and the times have def¬ 
initely been changing. 

While the town is 
proud of its history as a 
quintessential country 
market town - and 
indeed still has a week¬ 
ly livestock market - 
outsiders who think it 
has stayed preserved in 
aspic are very much 
wide of the mark. 

In many ways, the 
catalyst was the Old 
Grammar School, 
which, despite its sense 
of history, had 
bequeathed the town a

number of ‘problems’. 

There was the old 
school building - get¬ 
ting older and less hab¬ 
itable by the minute. 

Next door was the 
comprehensive’s 
‘lower school’ site - an 
old building surround¬ 
ed by temporary class¬ 
rooms that had been 
there so long that you 
couldn’t help feeling 
that someone had rede¬ 
fined the word ‘tempo¬ 
rary’. 

There was another 
old Grammar School 
legacy, an overgrown 
garden close by where 
only small animals and 
insects could move 
around. 

Well, times have 
changed and they are 
still changing. 

The Old Grammar 
School has been con¬ 
verted into luxury 
apartments, and the 
lower school site is 
now vacant, as the 
pupils have moved to a 
brand new state-of-the- 
art school on the 
Aberthin Road. 

The now vacant land 
will surely be attractive 
to developers who 
want to build more 
comfortable homes in a 
town that already has 
its fair share of desir¬ 
able properties. 

And the overgrown 
garden? Well, members 
of the Cowbridge 
Charter Trust con¬ 
ceived a plan to create 
a small oasis of calm 
and, with the help of a 
Heritage Lottery Fund 
grant, they planned and 
created the Physic 


Garden, described by a 
recent chair of Visit 
Wales as a “Jewel in 
the crown of the Vale”. 

However, there was 
more to it than just 
Lottery cash. The proj¬ 
ect was made possible 
by a team of dedicated 
volunteers - and those 
volunteers are busy to 
this day, keeping the 
garden looking pristine 
for the many visitors 
who stop to smell the 
roses. 

The spirit of volun¬ 
teering for the commu¬ 
nity proved to be con¬ 
tagious, because anoth¬ 
er group started work 
almost immediately 
next door in the Old 
Hall gardens - once 
again putting together 
a grant proposal and 
using the enthusiasm 
of volunteers to make 
things happen. 

The pond in the gar¬ 
dens has been cleaned 
up and its surroundings 
have been repaved, 
while the facade of the 
Old Hall has been 
repainted in a bold 
pink - making the 
scene reminiscent of an 
Italian villa. 

All you need is the 
blue sky, as our photo¬ 
graph (see page 24) 
proves! 

The nearby 
Cowbridge Library 
itself has recently been 
the subject of an exten¬ 
sive renovation, and it 
is now very much at 
the cutting edge, with a 
number of technologi¬ 
cal innovations, includ¬ 
ing the ability to use 
the computer terminals 


to self check out any 
items. 

Elsewhere in the 
town, adjacent to the 
leisure centre, there is 
now a large, brand new 
medical centre which 
has enabled the local 
GPs’ practices to final¬ 
ly provide excellent 
facilities including 
ample parking for 
medical staff and 
patients alike. 

The sense that 
Cowbridge is a town 
where things are hap¬ 
pening is confirmed by 
the festivals and spe¬ 
cial events that have 
thrived in recent years. 

Cowbridge was the 
first to put on a rein¬ 
deer parade in the lead- 
up to Christmas - and 
this has been copied by 
many other towns. 

The food and drink 
festival is now a fixture 
in the calendar, and for 
a weekend in late 
October the town is 
always packed. 

Recently, another 
group of volunteers 
decided to get 
Cowbridge on the liter¬ 
ary circuit, and the 
Cowbridge Book 
Festival made an aus-

One thing that is

WILL YOUR RECORDS 
PASS THE TEST? 

Earlier this year HMRC announced it would be targeting small 
and medium sized enterprises (SMEs) under its new ‘Business 
Records Checks’. The visits to test record keeping were not due 
to start until July but after a period of consultation HMRC decid¬ 
ed to introduce what it described as a ’test and learn’ trial. 

The BRC programme gives tax inspectors the power to impose 
fines of up to £3,000 for ‘record keeping’ failures; although 
HMRC said it has ‘no intention’ of charging penalties during the 
test period.

LUCY MAKES A LEAP TO SUCCESS! 


IT is hard enough 
holding schools’ 
track and field 
championships for 
secondary pupils in 
years 10 to 13 at 
the start of a nor¬ 
mal summer start¬ 
ing in April but, 
when Easter is late 
and summer term 
does not start until 
early May as it did 
this year, then edu¬ 
cational and politi¬ 
cal decision makers 
made things ten 
times harder. 

That said, the Vale 
schools and PE staff are 
to be congratulated on 
fielding bigger teams 
than their city rivals at 
the Cardiff and the Vale 
of Glamorgan Schools 
Middle championships, 
for pupils in years 10 
and 11, though it is like¬ 
ly that the majority of 
students taking part 
were in year-10 rather 
than in GCSE year. 

Historically, the boys 
in Cardiff and the Vale 
representative teams 
have always been com¬ 
petitive at Welsh 
Schools’ championships 
while the girls have 
found things tough. 

Judging by the num¬ 
ber of Vale winners in 
the girls’ events at these 
championships - nine - 
it will be interesting to 
see how many middle 
team manager Rachel 
James includes in her 
team for the Aviva 
Welsh Schools champi¬ 
onships at Brecon on 
July 2 and what sort of 
impact those selected 
can make. 

Arguably, one of the 
athletes who could 
make an impact was 
Lucy Taylor. 

The year-11 pupil 
retained her long jump 
title with a 4.98 metres 
leap, the third consecu¬ 
tive year that she has 
won her age group com¬ 
petition having claimed 
the junior title in 2009, 
but she has the potential 
to go considerably bet¬ 
ter in the right condi¬ 
tions, and she is also a 
more than useful sprint¬ 
er. 

The Llantwit PE 
department can look 
back on this fixture with 
a great deal of satisfac¬ 
tion because, in addition 
to Lucy’s victory, there 
were wins for another 
year-1, Chloe Phillips, 
in the 300 metres hur¬ 
dles, plus victories for 
the year 10 duo of Lucy 
Tarrant (800) and 
Megan Osborne (1500). 

Much to the delight 
of the staff from Bryn 
Hafren and Bro 
Morgannwg, there were 
double wins for both 
schools. 

Year-11 Sarah 
Herbert (in the shot) 
and Zoe Hodgkinson in 
one of the most 
demanding events of the 
day, the 2 km walk, 
were the Bryn Hafren 
winners while Bethany 
Hawkins (triple jump) 
and Leanne Kelland 
(hammer) each claimed 


17 points in the team 
competition for Bro 
Morgannwg. 

One of the busiest 
girls on the day was 
Miriam Bennett 
(Cowbridge). 

The year-10 was sev¬ 
enth in the triple jump 
and second in the 300 
metres hurdles, but won 
the 3,000 metres, 
though the time was 
slow. 

With her hurdling 
ability and endurance 
background, perhaps 
she should look to try 
the steeplechase event. 

Last year, the 
Stan well duo of Tom 
Williams and Matteo 
Holmes were two of the 
top juniors, making 
their mark at Welsh 
Schools level - 
Williams as a 
sprinter/long jumper 
and Holmes in the dis¬ 
cus and javelin. 

One year on and 
they are finding things a 
little tougher against 
year-11 boys, but they 
are still making an 
impression. 

While Tom missed 
out in the sprints, he 
claimed the long jump 
title, though with a 
modest 5.88 metres, 
while Matteo, now 
throwing the heavier 5 
kg hammer and 700 
gram javelin, still 
claimed two wins in the 
throws, but with dis¬ 
tances under 40 metres 
in both. 

Matthew Edwards 
was the other Vale boy 
to claim a title. 

The year-11 had an 
excellent winter over 
the country, gaining 
international vests for 
both Welsh Schools and 
Welsh Athletics, and 
leading the Welsh 
Athletics under-17 
men’s team to victory in 
the Celtic Cross 
International. 

His summer aim has 
focussed on the 1,500 
metres, and that brought 
success at this meeting, 
with a win in difficult 
conditions, but he also 
has considerable poten¬ 
tial at 1,500 metres 
steeplechase, an event 
at which he could gain 
international honours. 

Thanks to all the Vale 
staff, who brought 
pupils to this event, and 
congratulations to Bro 
Morgannwg girls, who 
claimed this team title 
for the sixth time since 
2005. 

All the winners at 
these championships are 
due to receive their 
award at the Cardiff and 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
track and field presenta¬ 
tion evening, which will 
be held at Whitchurch 
Lower School on 
Tuesday, September 13, 
starting at 7pm.
